The Indiana tax survey commit- 
tee appointed by Governor Les- 
lie hi accordance with a resolu- 
tion passed by the last legisla- 
ture today made public a pre- 
liminary report embodying 13 
recommendations for changes in 
the tax laws. 


As the first step toward reduc- 


ing the burden of .taxation on 
property the committee recom- 
mended the elimination of the 
sta'te levy. To raise funds for 
state purposes the committee 
suggested a personal income tax, 
a three percent tax on the net 
income of corporations, a retail 
license tax of one percent on all 
retail sales, a one hundred per- 
cent increase in automobile .li- 
cense fees and a $2 poll tax on 
all persons over 21 years old. 


The money derived from the 


income tax, the retail license tax 
and one-half of the motor vehi- 
cle license fees would replace the 
revenues required for the state 
government and now raised by 
the state levy on property. The 
Dalance remaining after 
the 


state revenues would be distri- 
buted among the counties on 
the basis of the assessed value of 
r.eal estate and would be used for 
reducing local tax levies- on 
property.

He 
draws pay for stealing the space from the news- 
paper, but-depends upon its advertisii|| .columns 
for revenue.

Scores upon 
scores of makers of many varieties of goods have 
listened .to the siren, song .of the publicity agent 
who convinces them that they can steal space .for 
less than it can be bought. And the gullible pub- 
lishers are responsible for the evil flourishing.

with resort attractions raised $50,000 a year for 
three years to promote the city's interests 
abroad." The chamber of commerce report shows 
the free space stolen from the newspapers was 
worth thirty times as much as the space bought 
with money. 


But what does all this mean to the readers of . 


newspapers? Trade talk, you say, but it means 
just this—that the newspaper which gives its 
space away for the advertisement of merchandise 
under the garb of news is also taking money 
from its subscribers under false pretenses. And 
the newspaper which does not draw closely the 
line between news and propaganda is not able to 
serve its. subscribers as it should, because adver- 
tising patronage is "goods on the shelf" and 
space must be sold in order to give a readable; 
interesting newspaper.
